Irthlingborough. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Palmer  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  annual 
reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  period  1039-42.  Wartime 
duties  and  other  difficulties  have  resulted  in  a great  delay  in  the  com- 
pilation of  the  reports.  Now  that  writing  has  again  become  a possibility 
it  seems  proper  for  reasons  of  expediency  and  economy  to  deal  with  the 
four  war  years  in  one  volume.  Much  of  my  time  lias  been  devoted  in 
this  and  other  districts  to  work  associated  with  Air  Raid  Precautions  and 
the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme. 


The  vital  statistics  are  satisfactory.  The  birtlf  rate  shows  an  upward 
trend  during  the  quinquennium  1938-42.  The  rate  for  1942  was  3.1  per 
1,000  of  population  in  excess  of  the  rate  for  the  country.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  which  has  been  aptly  termed  the  most  sensitive  of  demo- 
graphic barometers  shows  some  fluctuation.  The  rates  for  1940-41  were 
in  excess  of  the  rate  for  the  country,  but  1 think  the  fluctuation  is  merely 
fortuitous  and  due  to  the  relative  smallness  of  the  statistical  data.  I 
have  included  in  Statistical  Section  G,  a tabular  statement  of  the  vital 
statistics  for  the  past  forty  years  which  I hope  will  be  of  particular 
interest  to  the  Council. 


The  Council’s  housing  programme  for  the  clearance  of  slum  property 
virtually  ceased  with  the  declaration  of  war.  The  decision  of  the  Minister 
of  Health  respecting  twelve  clearance  areas  has  been  held  in  abeyance. 


The  incidence  of  the  zymotic  diseases  was  low.  In  the  sphere  of 
preventive  medicine,  diphtheria  immunisation  has  been  carried  out  with 
successful  results.  Whilst  the  number  protected  is  good,  much  work 
still  remains  to  be  done  especially  amongst  children  under  five  years  of 
age. 

I wish  to  record  with  gratitude  my  appreciation  of  the  support  which 
has  been  afforded  me  by  the  members  of  the  Council  and  the  willing 
assistance  given  me  by  the  executive  officers. 


1 must  also  acknowledge  the  splendid  help  I received  from  Dr.  J.  H. 
McGibbon,  Mrs.  E.  Tarrant,  Mr.  B.  Brightwell,  and  Mr.  E.  Turnbull  in 
connection  with  the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Service,  especially  in  the 
training  of  the  First  Aid  Parties  and  the  establishment  of  the  First  Aid 
Post.

SECTION  A. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


Area — The  area  of  the  district  is  2,922  acres. 

Population — The  estimated  populations  at  the  mid-years  show  a 
wide  variation  due  to  the  influence  of  wartime  conditions.  For  1939, 
estimated  populations  have  been  determined  by  the  Registrar-General  for 
the  calculation  of  (a)  birth  rates  and  (b)  death  rates  and  the  incidence  of 
notifiable  diseases.  As  from  1940,  the  Registrar-General  reverted  to  the 
normal  procedure  of  providing  an  estimated  population  for  the  com- 
putation of  all  rates. 

Deaths — The  death  rates  are  based  on  the  estimated  civilian 
populations  ; the  non-civilian  deaths  registered  after  3rd  September, 
1939,  have  been  excluded  from  the  computations.  As  will  be  noted  from 
the  detailed  list  of  the  causes  of  death  (Tables  Nos.  1 and  2),  the  list  was 
amended  in  1940  following  the  use  of  the  new  Abridged  List  of  Causes  of 
Death  from  the  Manual  of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death 
(1938). 

The  following  table  shows  the  death  rates  for  1939-42,  together  with 
comparative  rates  for  the  administrative  County  and  England  and  Wales. 
In  order  to  eliminate  differences  in  age  and  sex  constitutions  of 
populations,  and  to  enable  truer  comparisons  to  be  made,  the  Registrar- 
General  has  calculated  a ‘ comparability  ’ factor  which,  when  multiplied 
by  the  ‘ recorded  ’ death  rate  makes  allowance  for  the  differences  in  the 
constitution  of  populations.  This  factor  is  not  available  for  1941-42, 
owing  to  the  local  population  changes  and  the  uneven  incidence  of  deaths 
due  to  enemy  action.

Births — The  normal  practice  of  transferring  births  to  the  usual  place 
of  residence  of  the  mother  was  not  followed  during  the  last  quarter  of 
1939,  but  a birth  was  credited  to  the  place  where  the  mother  was  residing 
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as  the  result  of  war  time  conditions.  For  1940-42  the  Registrar-General 
has  reverted  to  the  normal  procedure.  The  following  table  shows  the 
trend  of  the  birth  rate  for  1938-42,  together  with  comparative  rates  for 
the  administrative  County  and  England  and  Wales.  The  rate  for  the 
town  shows  an  upward  trend  as  compared  with  the  rate  of  12.  8 for  1938.

SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Laboratory  facilities — The  laboratory  work  associated  with  the 
diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases  was  carried  out  by  the  Path- 
ologist at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital  until  1941.  Since  then  the 
work  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  the  same  hospital.  This  service  is  administered  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Samples  of  milk 
are  examined  for  bacteriological  cleanliness  and  keeping  qualities  at  the 
County  Council’s  laboratory  in  Northampton.  Chemical  examinations 
are  carried  out  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin — A supply  of  antitoxin  is  maintained  at  the 
Council  Offices  and  is  available  free  of  charge  to  the  medical  practitioners 
for  use  in  the  town. 

Ambulance  Service — The  ambulance  service  for  accidents  and 
non-infectious  cases  is  provided  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  who 
maintain  an  up-to-date  25  h.p.  Vauxhall  Ambulance,  fitted  with  a Lomas 
body.  The  service  is  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  town  and  the  removals 
are  carefully  and  expeditiously  carried  out.  The  extent  of  the  work  is 
indicated  by  the  following  particulars  :

Nursing  in  the  Home — The  Irthlingborough  Nursing  Association 
which  is  affiliated  with  the  Northamptonshire  Nursing  Association 
employs  a Queen’s  Nurse  who  is  State  Registered  and  holds  the  Certificate 
of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — The  Child  Welfare  clinic  is  held  by 
the  County  Council  at  the  Band  Club  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month. 
The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  is  assisted  in  the  work  by  the  Health 
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Visitor  and  also  by  a voluntary  committee  who  render  invaluable 
assistance.  There  is  no  antenatal  clinic  in  the  town  but  expectant 
mothers  attend  the  clinics  at  Wellingborough  or  Rushden.  Orthopaedic 
cases  attend  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  clinic  held  at  the  Queen  Street 
Schools,  Rushden,  on  alternate  Fridays. 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases — Following  a local 
enquiry  held  at  Wellingborough  on  20th  January,  1939,  by  a medical 
inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Minister  made  an  Order  under 
Section  6,  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  union  of  districts  for  the 
provision  of  hospital  accommodation.  Under  the  Order  the  East 
Northamptonshire  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Board  was  constituted  as 
from  1st  October,  1939.  The  revenue  of  the  Board  is  obtained  by  precept 
from  the  constituent  authorities.  In  addition  a daily  charge  for  main- 
tenance is  made  by  the  board  for  all  cases  admitted. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water  Supply — During  the  period  under  review  the  chlorination  and 
filtration  plant  continued  to  function  satisfactorily.  The  supply  was 
adequate  in  quantity  and  bacteriological  examinations  which  were 
carried  out  at  intervals  show  that  the  water  was  generally  of  a high 
bacteriological  standard.  Details  of  the  examinations  carried  out  are 
given  in  Table  No.  3,  page  21. 

The  daily  consumption  of  water  per  head  of  population  was  :

In  1940,  the  owners  of  the  land  adjoining  the  gathering  ground  sunk 
a well  into  the  Nene  Gravels  and  it  was  thought  at  the  time  that  this  would 
reduce  the  yield  from  the  Council’s  well.  Fortunately  this  was  not  the 
experience  in  practice.  Heavy  demands  have  been  made  for  industrial 
purposes  and  in  order  to  supplement  the  supply,  subsidiary  wells  were 
sunk  in  the  gathering  ground. 

During  1941,  a survey  of  the  private  weds  being  used  in  the  town  as 
sources  of  domestic  supply  were  investigated.  Full  details  of  the  survey 
are  given  in  Table  No.  4,  page  23.  Adverse  bacteriological  reports 
were  received  in  respect  of  13  of  the  wells,  and  these  were  communicated 
to  the  owners  and  users  of  the  wells,  with  the  result  that  by  May,  1942, 
with  two  exceptions,  the  66  households  using  these  sources  were  connected 
to  the  public  supply. 

Sewage  Disposal — The  new  disposal  works  were  put  into  operation 
in  March,  1939.  The  works  consist  of  a series  of  four  settling  tanks 
with  corresponding  precipitation  tanks,  which  feed  sewage  automatically 
to  a series  of  biological  filter  beds.  The  double  filtration  system  of 
treatment  is  used.  The  effluent  enters  the  river  Nene  after  being  held 
in  humus  tanks.  For  some  considerable  time,  the  new  works  did  not 
function  as  satisfactorily  as  was  anticipated,  but  after  receiving  advice 
from  consulting  engineers  and  chemists  who  advised  the  use  of  ‘ Copperas’ 
as  a precipitating  agent,  the  major  difficulty  was  overcome.  The  strength 
of  the  sewage  entering  the  works  is  exceedingly  high  since  the  proportion 
of  trade  effluent  to  domestic  sewage  is  of  a high  order.  The  total  volume 
of  sewage  treated  at  the  works  was  :

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Sewers — 1 he  discharge  of  trade  waste  into  the  sewers  without 
preliminary  sedimentation  at  the  works  has  resulted  in  the  blockage  of 
some  of  the  main  sewers  in  the  town  on  more  than  one  occasion.  Con- 
stant vigilance  will  have  to  be  exercised  to  avoid  the  entrance  of 
deleterious  matter  into  the  sewers,  and  there  are  good  grounds  for 
supporting  the  view  that  all  trade  effluent  before  entering  the  sewers 
should  receive  some  form  of  preliminary  treatment.  The  adoption  by 
the  Council  of  the  Model  Bye-Laws  as  prescribed  by  the  Drainage  of 
Trade  Premises  Act,  1937,  would  do  much  to  control  the  nature  and  rate 
of  discharge  of  such  effluents  into  the  sewers. 

Closet  Accommodation — The  circumstances  remain  similar  to  those 
reported  in  1938. 

Disinfection — No  disinfecting  apparatus  is  provided  by  the  Council, 
but  the  work  of  disinfestation  of  bedding  and  clothing  after  scabies  was 
carried  out  by  pressure  steam  at  the  Casual  Wards.  Concurrent  and 
terminal  disinfection  was  carried  out  by  liquid  and  gaseous  disinfectants 
after  infectious  and  other  diseases. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — One.  case  came  to  notice  in  1939.  A 
statutory  notice  was  served  on  the  owners  who  requested  the  Local 
Authority  to  carry  out  the  work  of  disinfestation.  The  premises  were 
treated  with  sulphur  dioxide  produced  from  a proprietary  preparation. 

Scabies--  Whilst  this  infestation  is  not  notifiable  a number  of  cases 
occurred  in  the  town  in  1939-42.  Ascertainment  was  incomplete  but 
eight  cases  amongst  evacuee  children  came  to  notice  in  1941.  Six  of  the 
cases  were  treated  in  hospital  under  the  Emergency  Medical  Service. 
Only  one  case  was  intimated  in  1942.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take 
any  action  under  the  Scabies  Order,  1941 . 

Moveable  Dwellings— In  July,  1942,  six  caravans  occupied  by  25 
persons  situated  in  a field  to  the  North  East  of  the  Bypass  Road.  No 
satisfactory  sanitary  arrangements  were  provided.  A statutory  notice 
was  served  on  the  occupier  of  the  land  and  the  site  was  vacated. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919 — The  County  Council  as  the 
Authority  under  the  Act  delegated  their  powers  as  provided  under 
Section  2 (2)  to  the  Council  and  were  accepted  by  resolution  on  16th 
Januar}^  1923.  One  notice  was  served  under  Section  five  of  the  Act 
in  1941 . The  number  of  rat  tails  brought  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  were  :

Public  Cleansing — The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  satis- 
factorily by  a 50  cwt.  Bedford  dual  purpose,  all  metal  lorry.  The  refuse 
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is  deposited  on  the  Hayway  l ip  where  the  controlled  system  is  carried 
out  as  far  as  covering  material  is  available.  The  number  of  loads  collected 
was  as  follows  :

The  large  housing  programme  on  which  the  Council  had  embarked 
prior  to  the  war  was  suspended  in  September  1939.  A local  housing 
enquiry  was  held  at  St.  Peter’s  Schools  in  July,  1939,  by  an  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  respect  of  12  Clearance  Areas.  The  case  for  the 
Council  was  conducted  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  gave  evidence.  Objections 
were  submitted  in  respect  of  8 areas.  The  decision  of  the  Minister  has 
been  held  in  abeyance  due  to  the  exigencies  of  war. 

A number  of  the  houses  in  the  Clearance  Areas  are  rapidly 
deteriorating  with  an  adverse  effect  on  the  health  and  well-being  of  the 
occupants. 

The  demand  for  housing  accommodation  in  the  town  is  acute,  and  it 
may  well  be  that  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  will  of  necessity  have 
to  be  tolerated  for  some  considerable  time  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 
The  extent  to  which  overcrowding  exists  at  the  present  time  is  not 
accurately  known  but  certain  cases  have  come  to  notice.  It  has  been 
quite  impossible  for  the  tenants  or  the  Council  to  find  alternative  ac- 
commodation.

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SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926 — Samples  of  milk  have  been  submitted 
quarterly  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  County  Council's  Laboratory 
in  Northampton  for  bacteriological  tests  of  cleanliness.  Although  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  does  not  prescribe  bacteriological  standards, 
the  reports  on  the  samples  have  an  educational  value  both  to  producers 
and  retailers  and  indicate  the  standards  obtained  in  the  production  and 
handling  of  non-designated  milk.  The  test  used  is  the  methylene  blue 
reduction  test  and  the  number  of  samples  examined  together  with  the 
classification  of  the  reports  is  as  follows  :

Meat  Inspection— During  1939  and  until  January,  1940,  when  the 
Livestock  (Restriction  on  Slaughtering)  Order,  1940,  made  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food  came  into  force,  the  work  was  carried  on  as  in  former  years. 
Under  this  Order  slaughtering  has  been  centralised  at  selected  slaughter- 
houses. The  meat  supply  for  the  town  is  obtained  from  a slaughterhouse 
in  Rushden  where  the  Inspector  to  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Rushden 
carries  out  the  work  of  inspection. 

This  war-time  measure  has  been  the  greatest  step  forward  in  the 
control  of  slaughtering  and  slaughterhouses  since  1847.  It  is  a sad 
reflection  that,  apart  from  the  standardising  of  meat  inspection  under  the 
1924  Regulations,  it  was  not  until  1933  that  legislative  action  was  taken 
with  the  object  of  abolishing  unnecessary  suffering  of  animals  whose  car- 
cases were  destined  for  human  consumption.  The  Towns  Improvement 
Clauses  Act  of  1847,  made  certain  provisions  for  the  registration  and 
licensing  of  private  slaughterhouses  and  gave  power  to  local  authorities 
to  make  bye-laws.  These  provisions  without  alteration  were  embodied 
in  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1875,  slightly  amended  by  the  Public  Health 
Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  and  remained  as  the  statutory  basis  until 
1938  for  the  control  of  slaughterhouses  and  slaughtering.  The  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938  has  afforded  local  authorities  the  power  to  deal  with 
unsatisfactory  slaughterhouses  and  to  exercise  a greater  measure  of  control 
over  those  which  are  registered  or  licensed.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Smallpox — No  cases  were  notified. 

Scarlet  fever — No  cases  were  notified  during  1939,  but  ten  cases  were 
reported  in  1940,  the  total  number  included  three  evacuee  children.  In 
1941  nine  cases  were  reported,  this  number  including  one  evacuee.  Only 
one  case  was  notified  in  1942.  The  disease  was  of  a very  mild  type  and 
no  deaths  were  assigned  to  this  infectious  disease. 

Diphtheria — It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  no  cases  occurred  in  1939- 
42.  A total  of  five  cases  were  notified  in  1938. 

Diphtheria  prophylaxis— The  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  No.  2230, 
dated  December,  1940  authorised  the  provision  of  facilities  for  immuni- 
sation against  diphtheria  for  all  children  under  15  years  of  age,  provided 
the  arrangements  made  were  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  The  Council  were  advised  that  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  and  School  Authorities  should  be  consulted  so  that  there  should 
be  concerted  action  to  secure  that  the  largest  number  of  children  be 
immunised  in  the  shortest  possible  time.  By  arrangement  with  the 
County  Council  the  work  of  immunisation  is  carried  out  through  the 
child  welfare  and  school  medical  services.  The  prophylactic  used  is 
Alum-Precipitated  Toxoid,  which  is  provided  free  of  charge  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  through  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service.  The  following  table  shows  the  rate  of  progress  of  the  scheme, 
but  does  not  include  children  who  have  been  immunised  by  private 
arrangement  :

Puerperal  pyrexia — No  cases  were  notified  during  1939-42 
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Pneumonia — Acute  primary  and  influenzal  pneumonia  are  the  only 
forms  of  ‘ pneumonia  ’ which  are  notifiable.  Nine  cases  were  notified 
in  1939,  twelve  cases  in  each  of  the  years  1940-41,  and  six  in  1942.  The 
number  of  deaths  assigned  to  this  cause  is  shown  in  the  Causes  of  Death 
Tables  Nos.  1 and  2.  The  number  of  deaths  recorded  includes  all  deaths 
from  pneumonia  whether  notifiable  or  not. 

Erysipelas — Four  cases  were  notified  in  1939  while  for  1940-42  no 
cases  came  to  notice.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Measles — The  Minister  of  Health  made  Regulations  under  Section 
143  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  making  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 
notifiable  diseases  as  from  23rd  October,  1939.  The  primary  object  of 
these  regulations  was  to  enable  the  Ministry  to  ascertain  readily  and 
rapidly  the  incidence  of  these  diseases  as  they  may  be  affected  by  the 
displacement  of  child  population  which  took  place  as  the  result  of  the 
operation  of  the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme.  An  epidemic  occurred 
in  the  town  during  the  last  quarter  of  1940  and  this  coincided  with 
similar  epidemics  in  the  neighbouring  towns.  The  infection  was  of 
mild  type  and  no  deaths  were  recorded. 

Whooping  cough — No  major  epidemic  took  place,  but  twenty-one 
cases  were  recorded  in  1939-42  with  a maximum  incidence  of  eleven  cases 
during  1941. 

Closure  of  Schools — No  action  was  considered  necessary  under  the 
Elementary  Educational  Provisional  Code,  1922,  Article  57. 

Statistical  details  of  the  monthly  and  age  incidence  of  the  notifiable 
diseases  are  shown  in  Tables  Nos.  8 and  9 pages  30-31. 

Tuberculosis— No  action  was  considered  necessary  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  section 
172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Details  of  new  cases  and  deaths  from  tuberculosis  are  shown  in  Tables 
Nos.  10  and  11,  page  32.
